Crops for U.S. 


20,000 Evacuees from West 


Coast to Be Relocated 
In Arkansas. 


McGEHEE, ARK,—Another band 


of people is coming into Arkansas 
to carve homes out of near-prime- 


val forests in the Mississippi river 


bottoms, but they are not coming 
willingly as did the pioneers of 
more than a century ago. 


This present day band is not of 
English, Scotch and Irish blood as 


was that earlier one. Nor will it 


be menaced by hostile Indians and 


flerce beasts, But it will be faced 
with the same Herculean task of 


converting thousands of acres of 


heavily wooded lowland into fields 
of growing crops. 


The 1942 infiltration is that of 


more than 20,000 Japanese evacu- 
ated from the West coast defense 
zone and relocated on two govern. 
ment camps—one near McGehee, 
in Desha county, and the other in 
Drew and Chicot counties, which 
lie on the Louisiana-Arkansas boun- 
dary line. 


On these two projects, the Japa- 


nese—75 per cent of whom are 
American citizens—will grow food 
for America’s victory ‘eifort until 
the war with their ancestral home- 
land is ended, 


Soil Is Productive, 
Both relocation sites are, for the 


most part, covered with hardwood 
forests and are lowlands that 
will need some drainage to make 
them farmable. Contrary to re- 
ports, the tracts are excellent bot- 
tom soil and are neither marshy 
nor unhealthy. They are not in- 
fested with malaria, mosquitoes 
and snakes, When drained—a not 
too difficult task—the result will be 
the rich, dark farmland that has 
made the productive ability of the 
Mississippi delta world-famed, 


Farm Security administration of- 


ficials describe the land as being 
of ‘“‘bale-to-the-acre quality.” It is 
as good as any in the delta and 
above the average of the majority 
of the state. 


The camp near McGehee com- 


prises a known 10,000 uncleared 
acres that were purchased by the 
federal government as an FSA proj- 
ect. The government has contin- 
ued to secure options on surround- 
ing land and the exact size of the 
final project is not known. At pres- 
ent, it is drained fairly well by a 
90-foot wide canal, but lateral canals 
will be necessary to assure complete 
drainage, 


Water will be obtained from 


wells, Excellent drinking water is 
obtainable from pumps driven 30 
feet. 


The Drew-Chicot tract comprises 


about 12,000 acres, of which 1,500 
now are in cultivation. Under ten- 
tative plans, approximately 10,000 
acres will be drained. It is situat- 
ed in the southern section of Drew 
county and the western section of 
Chicot county and lies in the Beouf- 


Mississippi river basin,

Hospitals and schools will be erect- 
ed, The hospital staffs will be com- 
posed of Japanese physicians un- 
der the direction of an American 
head surgeon. 


“Every precaution to protect the 


health of the families will be tak- 
en,” according to E. B. Whitaker, 
assistant regional director of the 
FSA, who will be in charge of the 
projects. ‘None will be moved 
into the camp until we are sure he 
has healthful conditions under 
which to live.”

CIFIC.—A marine private, thrown 
into the sea when a Jap torpedo 
struck his cruiser, awakened on a 
Strange shore to find the hand of a 
grinning native outstretched in wel-

He discovered 
me and approached with  out- 
stretched hand, grinning a welcome. 
I saw he was a native, and I was 
more anxious to shake hands than 
he was, 

Finds Other Natives, 


“He grabbed my arm and led me 
to more natives, all of whom greet- 
ed me like a long-lost brother. I re- 
called I'd heard the marines say 
the natives were friendly and I saw 
by the expression on their faces 
that they meant no harm, 

“I asked, ‘Where are the Japa- 
nese?’ 

““No Jap,’ they answered, 

“Then I asked, ‘Where are the 
Americans?’ 

“*No Americans.’ 

“I was then taken to a native hut 
and given a bath. I was so oil- 
covered and dirty and tired that I 
let them bathe me. 

“Soon I saw a sailor from my 
own ship, He already was bathed. 
We tried to figure out what had hap- 
pened to the ship and what to do. 
We both were so exhausted we de- 
cided to rest four or five hours, 

(Their ship sank about 3 a, m.) 


Native Doctor on Job, 
“T found then that the natives had 
brought a native doctor. He was 
very old and very respected. His 
word seemed to be law. He must 
have been the mayor. He treated 
my leg cuts with his own medicine, 
squeezed some kind of pulp on them 
that burned like fire. But I felt bet- 
ter and the medicine kept off the 
flies, 
“Outside, the only sign of civiliza- 
tion were chickens and a can that 
once held Australian biscuits. It 
was dated 1927. 
“About 2:30 in the afternoon, a 
native boy awakened us and pointed 
out two PT boats approaching. A 
native crawled out on a log and 
signalled them with brushes but the 
signal went unnoticed. 
“We then sighted an observation 
plane flying low, and I semaphored 
that a marine and a sailor were 
siranded, The plane signalled the 
boats which immediately came for 
us.” 
“T gave a native my marine ring 
I’d seen him admiring and my 
clothes. ‘The sallor gave a native 
his watch which had stopped because 
of its long soaking in salt water.”

JESUS HEALS A MAN 
BORN BLIND 


LESSON TEXT—John 9:18-38, 

GOLDEN TEXT—"One thing I know, 
that, whereas I was blind, now I see," 
John 9:25, 


The love of Christ is seen in its 
full beauty against the background 
of man’s hatred and unbelief. Last 
week we saw Him coming away from 
the stones with which his enemies 
sought to kill him. As He passed by 
He had the time and the compas- 
sion to stop and help a man who 
had been born blind, His disciples, 
afflicted in some degree with the 
speculative tendencies of their time, 
saw in this blighted life only an il- 
lustration of a theological theory 
about sin, 

But Jesus, by a loving and 
gracious act, stirred in the heart of 
the man that faith which caused 
him to obey—to go, to wash, and to 
see (v. 7), The enemies of Christ 
were not willing to believe even 
what they now saw to be true, Their 
stubborn unbelief shut the door to 
blessing for them, but the blind 
man received three things by faith; 

I. Healing (vv. 18-23), 

The argument with the man’s par- 
ents hinged on one point—he had 
been healed of his blindness. The 
parents were unwilling to risk ex- 
communication by discussing the 
matter, but they did know that he 
had been blind and now could see. 
That was clear, 

An experience like that is impos- 
sible to deny. The healing of the 
soul of man in regeneration is also 
a stubborn fact which deniers of 
God's Word and God's grace are 
unable to meet and overcome. The 
one who was blind and now could 
see had no questions about the deity 
of Christ and His saving power. 
What is more, he was not afraid to 
testify. He could ‘‘speak for him- 
self’’ (v. 21). 

Note the difference between the 
three classes here: Blind and stub- 
born unbelief (v. 18), faith too fear- 
ful to speak (v, 22), and the assured 
faith of the one healed. That is our 
next point. 

Ii. Assurance (vv. 24-34). 

The appeal of the Jews in verse 
24 based on their statement: “We 
know that this man is a sinner,” 
reminds us that there is no knowl- 
edge so absolute (and so absolutely 
wrong) as that of ignorance backed 
by self-conceit. 

They said they knew, but did not. 
The man had complete assurance 
by faith and by experience, He did 
not argue (v, 24), he simply restated 
his healing. “I was blind—now I 
see,"’ When they evaded that reply 
(for they dared not meet it), he 
thrust deep with the convicting fact 
that God does not perform His mira- 
cles in response to the prayers of a 
wicked man, That was too much 
for them, and they cast him out. 

Even as the stupidity and stub- 
born willful unbelief of our Lord's 
enemies grew step by step, so also 
did the healed man’s assurance grow 
as he testified. First he called the 
Lord ‘fa man called Jesus’ (v, 
11); then ‘'a prophet’ (v, 17), and 
then at last, ‘‘the Son of God” (vv. 
85-38). 

Standing true to Christ and speak- 
ing for Him means growth in faith, 
in knowledge and in grace, It may 
mean persecution and even exclu- 
sion, but remember that when the 
man was cast out by the haters of 
Christ, he met Christ. ‘‘His excom- 
munication was a promotion. He 
went from the synagogue to the 
Saviour’ (Scroggie). And that is 
our third point. 

II, Fellowship (vv. 35-38). 

He did not know Jesus. He had 
heard His voice, but he was blind 
then and had not seen Him, He 
probably did not know where to find 
Him. ‘Then, too, he was now an 
outcast under the disfavor of the 
authorities, and even his friends 
would fear to be seen with him, 

But Jesus sought him. Ah, that’s 
the glorious difference between our 
Lord and those who look at the out- 
ward appearance of things. He went 
to find the man who now needed 
fellowship, instruction and encour- 
agement. 

He had sought the man out to heal 
him, now He sought him again to 
help him spiritually, We need to 
learn of our Lord that we are not 
to wait until the sin and suffering 
of men force themselves upon our 
attention and force us to do some- 
thing. We are to go out into the 
highways and the hedges and urge 
sinners to come to Christ. We have 
failed in this, We have built churches 
and expected the people to come, 
instead of going where the people 
are, and bringing them the gospel. 
The war is teaching us some lessons 
in that connection, but we are none 
too quick to learn and to act. 

There is a beautiful touch in verse 
87. Dr, Maclaren points out that 
when speaking to the woman of 
Samaria, Jesus said: ‘I that speak 
unto thee am he,” but to the man 
who had just begun to see He said: 
“Thou hast both seen him, and it is 
he that speaketh to thee.”” The Christ 
who gave sight, now gives Himself 
to be seen,
